| Law for New Theaters. 

It was pointed out again yesterday and — 
emphasized at the night session of :he:com- 
mittee that what is belng drafted now is a 
new law for new theaters. There has been 
some confusion on this point, even among 
the aldermen, and especidiiy among tue- 
atrical managers. 

The new law. while governing specifically 
the construction of new theaters, may be ap- 
plied in many of its provisions to the present 
theaters. That is a question to be decided 
after the ordinances have been passed. It 
will be applied so far as the city is able te 
force compiance. But the council committes 
is not drafting it with a view of applying 
to the old s‘ructures. 


For Safety and Comfort. 

Safety and comfort for patrons are the 
two things which the experts and the alder- 
men have been endeavoring to provide. They 
have made this endeavor without regard to 
the cost or expense which may be caused 
the proprietors of theaters. 

‘They have reduced seating capacity to 

provide aisles, to secure exits, and to make 
passage ways. They will compel the reseat- 
ing of every house in the city. A majority 
will be forced to buy new seats to meet the 
requirement for twenty-two inches in width, — 
a requirement which will be one of those in 
the new law sure to be imposed on the pres- 
ent theaters. 
Every theater in the city, it is declared, 
will have to take out its seats and readjust 
them to give the necessary two feet ten 
inches provided from back to back. This 
is another of the new provisions certain to 
be imposed on the present buildings. 

Every theater will be obliged to cut new 
aisles through what are now solid banks of 
seats to come within the provision allowing 
only ten seats between aisies. Some have as 
many as seventeen andeventwenty. Thisis 
another section which certainiy will be im- 
posed on the present buildings. 

The outside fireproof exits from each floor, 
leading to the street direct. wil] be a require- 
ment which present owners will have to meet.

Object to Orchestra Pit. 


The committee peered down into the or- 
chestra pit where the musicians sit under

“You must remember, gentlemen,”’ said

Now, in a comedy theater it is not necessary 
to have a large orchestra. We have about 
twelve musicians. In a big extravaganza— 
and I hope there'll never be another in Chi- 
cago—they use thirty-five and more musi- 


clans. In @ comedy theater we must sub- 
ordinate the music to the action on the stage. 


The best place for such an orchestra is un- 
der the stage, and you can see the differ- 
ence between having twelve men under there 
and having thirty-five in the same position.”’ 


Open Flues by Hand. 
While Ald. Jones, Ehemann, and O’Connell 


were exploring the rigging Ald. Friestedt had 
attacked the switchboard. The operator 


showed how the flues above the stage were 


worked by hand and how by electricity, ex- 


plaining how the compulsory electrical de- 
vice which the building department forced 


into use might throw the gear out of order 
and make it impossible to open the flues. 
. “JT wouldn’t rely on such a device,”’ said the 


alderman. 
“ Well, to tell the honest truth, alderman,”’ 
said the stage employé, “‘we never do. I 


wouldn’t trust the electrical device.’ 

Fault was found with the “ tormenter” 
curtain which drops at the side of the switch- 
board. A small hole already had been 
punched or burned in the side of this canvas 
drop, and the aldermen pointed out how 
easily this could catch fire and drive the 
operator from the switchboard which con- 
trolled the mechanism on the stage. 

“There ought to be a fireproof shield 
around it,” said Mr. Friestedt. ‘“ It ought to 
come way out here.” 

“ You must remember,” said Mr, Powers, 
“that if we are to continue running a theater 
certain space must be considered. The first 
entrance is extremely valuable. We could 
have a shield—we ought to have one—but it 
could not be so large.” 


AllSuggestions Accepted. 

Almost every suggestion made by the com- 
mittee was agreed to by Mr. Powers and H. 
J. Furber Jr., son of the proprietor of the 
property, who was present. Notes were 
taken as the aldermen talked. The fire ap- 
paratus, including five chemical engines and 
an elaborate system of hose, all over the 
building was inspected. Mr. Powers said that 
the stage men were thoroughly drilled. 

“We had a fire when Mr. Sothern was 
playing ‘ Hamlet,’” he said. “ The curtain 
was lowered, the fire put out in a minute, and 
the curtain was up again.”’ 

In the basement the committee found fire- 
proof dressing rooms. All around the house 
they found an elaborate, if perplexing, sys- 


tem of exits, which in cases led over house | 


tops and along wooden passageways to fire 
escapes, which themselves led over still more 
house tops and by devious ways tothe street. 

The aldermen expressed themselves as sat- 
isfied with the training of the employés at the 
theater and with the apparatus found, if not 
with the construction.

VOTE FOR OPEN ELEVATORS. 


Aldermen of Judiciary Committee Reach 
a Ballot, but Three Absentees 
May Reverse Action. 


The majority of the council judiciary com- 
mittee yesterday voted in favor of allowing 
uninclosed elevators in buildings not fire- 
proof if automatic sprinkling systems were 
installed. No decisive action was taken, 
however, and it is possible when the full 
committee meets on Monday that this ac- 
tion may be reversed. Of the three absent 
aldermen two are quoted as being opposed 
to the plan. 

All the principal stores in State street were 
represented at the meeting, and Manager 
Kelly of Mandel Bros., as spokesman, said 
that while the Iroquois theater fire had come 
since the last meeting, to emphasize the im- 
portance of careful action they were all 
of the same opinion as before—namely: that 
the installation of automatic § sprinklers 
would do away with any possible objection 
there might be to uninclosed elevators. 

Ald. Patterson moved that the ordinance 
be amended to allow open elevator shafts 
where sprinklers were installed, and Ald. 
Butterworth as a substitute that the ordi- 
nance be reported in its present form. The 
Butterworth motion was beaten, four to five, 
the roll call resulting:

hands who lost their heads at the critical 
moment—these were some of the disclosures 
made to the coroner’s jury at the second day 
of the inquest ever the Iroquois theater vic- 
time. 

To gain the facts by which they hope to. 
fix the blam@ for the holocaust, Coroner 
Traeger and Deputy Buckley cross exam- 
ined the witnesses closely. All save the 
chorus girls stood the test well, but one of 
them, Miss Edith Williams of New York, 
fainted. 

It was apparent from the start of the 
day’s sessions that the coroner’s jury is anx- 
ious to find out just what provisions were 
made to fight a stage fire. Most of the ques- 
tions asked of hands, employés, and 
members of the “Mr. Bluebeard’ com- 
pany were regarding fire apparatus and the 
failure of the “asbestos” curtain. The 
queries put to spectators were concerning 
the exits and the crowded condition of the 
house. 

Vital Points of the Evidence.

Engineer a Valuable Witness. 

In Robert E. Murray, the theater engineer, 
the jury found its most valuable witness.

Ina his two 
hours of testimony the engineer supplied the 
jury with much valuable information. 

Shortly after Murray, John Kirwan, an 
usher, 14 years old, testified that the Iro- 
quois had employed boys to care for its 
patrons, 

In the afternoon Millard Sayles, until two 
weeks before the fire one of the balcony 
ushers, told how the auditorium employés 
were managed. He declared G. M. Dusen- 
berry, who had charge of the house, had 
never held a fire Grill, had never given the 
boys instructions regarding a stampede or 
panic, nor told them how to handle the exit 
doors. | 

“I never saw the iron doors of the alley 
the 
opening night the house was overheated, and 
I opened the inner doors of one of the exits. 
Mr. Will J. Davis came up and told me not 
to do that unless he gave me the orders.” . 


Much Confusion on Stage. 


The conditions on the stage during the 
fire were explained by seven members of the 
**moonlight octet,"” who were to have gone 


| on the stage just as the fire broke out. Their 


story was rounded out by Williard Mac- 
Lean, a stage hand. Of the lowering of the 
curtain he said: : : 

“From where I stood it seemed to me 
that the men!\who should have handled fife 
curtain were confused, It was not the time 
for a curtain call and they hesitated. Their 
inaction took time.” 

There were plenty of witnesses yesterday 
to tell of the crowded condition of the house, 
but the most important was Rupert D., 
Laughlin, 1505 Wrightwood avenue.

Describes Confusion on Stage. 

Gilbert McLean, a scén@’shifter, at work 
on the stage when the fire started, told of the 
failure of the fire extinguisher to put out 
the blage, and declared that the fallure of 
the fire curtain to drop was due to a miis- 
understanding among the men in the flies 
who were supposed to operate it. Then men 
appeared not to know what was wanted, and 
lost priceless time hesitating. McLean’s 
story would indicate thatthe stage employés 
ran away long before the audience knew that 
there was danger. Speaking of the efforts 
of the stage fireman to put out the blaze soon 
after it started in the grand drapery, Mc-

Albert W. Menard, 750 Greenleaf avenue, 
the first witness in the morning, teld how 
the draperies over exite in the first balcony 
hid the doors, and how one of these doors 
defied attempts to open it after it was dis- 
covered. Hundreds passed by two of these 
draped 
and climbed up te a-third, at which many, 
caught in the crush, fell and were burned 
to death.

The story of Emil Von Placheski, who 
escaped through a skylight at the end of 
the gallery promenade, where over thirty 
bodies were found, was one of the most tell- 
ing descriptions of the absence of any aid 
from the theater employés. The witness’ 
right hand was bandaged, and his face al- 
most concealed in the swathings made 
necessary by his wounds. ;

SCHOOL TRUSTEES 


Board Architect Must Investi- 
gate as to Fire Precau- 
tions and Exits. 
PARENTS TELL OF FEARS. 


Memorial Meeting Today: for 
Teachers and Pupils, Iro- 
quois Victims. 


Architect William B. Mundie of the board 
of education will be asked to give the build- 
ings and grounds committee a detailed re- 
port on the Gre precautions and the means 
of egress in case of fire in all the public 
school buildings of Chicago. This action 
will be taken by the trustees ae a result of 
many congplaints received from pupils. 

The strongest letter of protest yesterday 
was received from Charies R. Phenix, who 
has children attending the Austin High 
school. He asserted that one part of the 
high school building is four stories high 
and has no fire escapes. He said he had 
visited the school and was unable to per- 
ceive how pupils occupying rooms on the 
second and third floors “could reach the 
first floor in case of fire.” 


Suggests Firemen in Schools. 


Dr. M. C. B. Johnson, 797 North Washtenaw 
avenue, severely criticised the conditions at 
the Von Humboldt échool. He declared there 
are no fire hose, no axes, and no buckets of 
sand in a majority of the schools. He be- 
Heved the escape of the 2,000 Von Humboldt 
pupils in case of fire would be difficult. 

“I would suggest,”” he wrote, “ that the 
board at a small cost could station a fireman 
at each school and in this way protect the 
lives of 250,000 children. The writer warned 
the board that in case of a fire disaster it 
could be accused of criminal negligence if 
the fire proptection is pe to remain 
inadequate. 

BF. H. Pitkin declared the old South Divis- 
ion High school building, Twenty-sixth 
street and Wabash avenue, to be unsafe in 
case of fire. , 

**The building is four stories high,” he 
said, “ and the stairs are all of wood and in- 
flammable. There are 700 pupils, and the 
heating plant is in the basement, directly 
beneath the chemical laboratory.” | 

W. B. Gregory of Crerar, Millis & Co. was 
severe in his criticism of the Hyde Park High 
school. He declared there are no fire escapes 
on the building and 2,000 pupils. 


Seek Safety of Deaf Mutes

They will not be 
permitted to open until they provide the re- 
quired number of exits.

The 
Second is at Washington boulevard and Cur- 
tis street, and the Seventh regiment occu- 
pies Tattersall's.

A memorial service for the nine students 
of the University of Chicago who perished 
in the Iroquois fire yesterday morning was 
held in Mandel hall. The lower floor only 
was used in seating the audience, as the 
gallery has been closed until the alterations 
necessary to conform the exits to the city 
ordinance have been made. 

“ Everything affecting the life and thought 
of the city,” said President Harper, “ af- 
fects the university. If the proportion had 
been the same in the city at large as in the 
university the death roll would be three 
times as large as it is. Every department 
and division of the university has been 
touched. Of students on the quadrangles, 
three have been taken. Of students at the. 
university college, six are among the dead.”’

Mikado Reviews His Guards. 


A review was held yesterday on the 
Aoyama parade. The Tokio troops included 
the imperial guards of the first division, with 
three cavalry regiments, twenty-five bat- 
teries of field artillery, the total being 10,000 
men, with ninety-six guns. The emperor was 
present with his full staff. Many notable 
personages, including members of the lega- 
tion staffs, witnessed the display, which was 
brilliant. After the inspection of the line 
the massed bands led the march past, which 
was in column of full companies. The align- 
ment was perfect, the cavalry riding in 
squadron front and the batteries at a trot, 
both ‘being good. |

Renewed Hopein Paris. 

PARIS, Jan. 8-—In the opinion of the 
French government, there is a chance of 
avoiding a conflict between Russia and Japan 
as a result of a concession made by Russia 
in her latest note. The dispatches which 
Jhave come to Paris from all quarters today, 
however, have been most pessimistic, and 
t hopefulness of the government is in 
strong contrast with them. 

It appears that Russia’s concession re- 
lates to the recognition of the preponder- 
ance of the interests of Japan in Corea. 
This has been the crux of the question be- 
tween the two powers up to the present mo- 
ment. Just how far the concession goes it 
is impossible to learn, but the effect in 
Tokio, according to the information ob- 
tained, has been more satisfactory than the 
press dispatches show and it is believed the 
negotiations will continue. 


Misunderstanding Cleared Up. 
In connection with Russia’s concession a 
curious and at the same time authoritative 
story is told regarding the cause of the de- 
velopment of the present situation. It ap- 
Paes that a misunderstanding occurred be- 
tween Viceroy Alexieff and the Russian gov- 
ernment, and that the note antedating the 
one just submitted did not contain a recogni- 
tion of Japanese preponderating influence in 


| ‘any part of Corea, as Russia and the whole 


world believed. The latest note of Russia 
clears up the situation, but whether it recog- 
nizes Japan’s preponderating interests in all 


Corea is not known now.

Tales Six Northwestern Wards. 

The territory in which the organization 
will work covers what is genefally known 
as the northwest side. It includes the Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, 
Twenty-seventh, and Twenty-eighth wards, 
a part of which formerly was known po- 
litically as “* Hertzville.”’ | 

The new movement, which proposes many 
reforms ing political maneuverings, and

The Blackstone memorial library was for- 
mally presented yesterday to the Chicago 
library board by Mrs. T. B. Blackstone, the 
donor. The ceremony was short and con- 
sisted merely of the presentation of the 
library by Mrs. Blackstone and its accept- 
ance by John W. Eckhart, president of the 
library board. 


building is of Ionic architecture and 


stands at Lake avenue and Forty-ninth 
street. It is given as @ memorial to the late 
T. B. Blackstone, former president of the 
Chicago and Alton railway. | 

The addresses of presentation and accept- 
ance were brief. Theceremony was not open 
to the public and was held in the reading 
room, the library being closed during the 
time. 


. Arrangement of the Building. 

The building is 110 feet long and 60 feet 
wide. The main entrance is on Lake avenue, 
up a broad flight of granite steps, through @ 
portico of Ionic columns. Passing through 
the vestibule, with its solid bronze doors, the 
centra] rotunda is reached. This is the focus 
point of the interior, and from it radiate the 
different departments of the library. To the 
right is the main reading room, to the left 
the delivery and stack rooms, and between 
these the children’s room. The librarian’s 
office and the catalogue room open from the 
delivery room. | 

The finish of the interior is of veined mar- 
ble, mahogany, and marble mosaic. 

The furniture is all of mahogany and spe- 
cially designed for the building. The book 
stacks are of metal and bronze ends, ar- 
ranged in a two storied stack and of sufficient 
capacity to hold about 80,000 books. 

The main reading room is 30x45 feet in 

size, with lofty ceiling, in which is a leaded 
glass skylight. The other main rooms are 
similar in this respect and all have mahogany 
wall cases for the storage of books. 
‘ The interior decorations are in rich, warm 
gray tones, with ornamental plastering 
picked out in gold leaf. Altogether the in- 
terior is most charming and restful in its 
guiet refinement and monumental character. 
The cost of the building is $250,000. 

The pictoria]) decorations in the dome con- 
sist of four lunette shaped panels, each 
measuring 14x9 feet. The subjects repre-

Developments in the Ryan investigation

In addition it is 
charged that Ryan has been allowing the 
men under him full time when they. had only 
worked part of it, collecting the money by aid 
of loan brokers and then dividing the money 
the city had paid for work not done with the 
men who were supposed 

The unauthorized collection discovered was 
from August Pfaff, 1907 West Madison street, 
who said he had:paid Ryan his water tax 
of $58 a year. The books of the water office 
showed the bill had not been paid and the. 
water had been ordered turned off. It was 
not turned off, however. 

Supt. Nourse is now trying to discover if 
this is a common or an isolated case. Ryan's 
position as head of the shut off bureau made 
a fraud of this sort easy.

Pickering herself quotes and confirms the 
story, with this interesting comment: “ The 
*Tom’ in question eventually placed more 
trust in one tory than he did in any whig, 
saying, by way of apology, ‘ There is only one 
good tory, and that is Stanhope.’”’ This was 
bis son-in-aw; Mrs, Pickering’s father.) 
Coke represented Norfolk in parliament for 
sixty years or so, and was long known as the 
“Father of the House.” For the last five 
years of his life he had a seat in the house of 
lords. Mrs. Pickering’s paternal grandfather 
was a member of parliament for forty years. 


In illustration of the horseplay of the time 
is this anecdote of Fox, the statesman, and 
his friends: ‘“* Once when Fox was at Holk- 
ham he got much laughed at for having 
grown so fat. My grandfather (Coke) said 


he wondered which weighed the most, Charles 


Fox or his fat cook. The idea was taken up 
at once, and all the party, surrounding Fox, 
hustled him off to the kitchen, and there, 
amidst great merriment, Charles Fox and the 
fat chef were weighed, one against the other." 

Coke’s heir presumptive at this time was 
his nephew, William Coke, “the veriest 
daredevil that ever existed.”” He was “a 
man of iron.”” One morning he was thrown 
from his horse and his head so badly out 
that a doctor had to be sent for to sew it up: 
but he came to breakfast as usual and denied 
that he felt in any degree the worse for his 
fall. He was a private pupil of an old Dr. 
Parr (not the original ** old Parr,” of vourse), 
and one morning when the master went out 
to look at his flowers in his garden, behold 
they were all gone, and in their places wete 
the heads of the other boys, young Coke hav- 
ing dug deep holes for his schoolmates and 
buried them up to their necks! He was a 
splendid but reckless rider, and when he ap- 
peared at the meets mounted on his well 
known horse, with “she kicks” chalked on 
his back, every one gave him a wide berth. 
**His great amusement was riding with old 
Lord Rosebery, and encouraging the horses 
to go a little; and when he saw Lord Rose- 
bery streaked red and white with fear, he 
used to turn round to any one else who was 
with them and say: ‘Is the little fool 
afraid?’’’ One day he hit his uncle when out

The hour came, Imagine us all at our stations in 
patient expectation of the arrival of the monarch. 
It rained cats and dogs. The ladies were dressed 
for a public breakfast at Lord ‘Hopetoun’s, the 
others were dawdling in the garden. The king at 
length appeared. His lordship took his station at 
the top of the steps, her ladyship at the door; the 
king passed on, and there they all remained. _ 

Mrs. Pickering adds to this amusing story 
the comment that Lord Rosebery was at 
that time anxious about getting his English 
peerage. ‘“ This was the reason of his great 
annoyance at the king’s merely driving 
through the park without showing him any 
civility.”’

LITERARY GOSSIP IN. LONDON, 


and Occupy a Quarter of a Mile of Shelf 
Room.

LONDON, Jan. 8.—Who reads all the 
books published? is the query which may 
be most pertinently asked. According to an 
interesting compilation made by the Pub- 
lishers’ Circular, every day last year saw 
thirty-three books presented to the public. 
Every one of them today are on the shelves 
of the British museum, taking up a quarter 
of a mile of space. Of the 8,381 books which 
appeared during the year 1,682 were new edi- 
tions, most of which were reprints which 
will not quickly die. Of the 669 books which 
were published for the first time about 30 
per cent were novels and children’s books. 
The total number of books of all kinds made 
up exactly 1,000 more than in 1902, but at 
the same time 1903 was an uneventful year as 
far as England was concerned. It saw little 
new that was startling, little fresh or un- 
expected, few new reputations to engage 
attention and promote speculation and 
prophecy. As the Daily Chronit¢le remarks: 
“ Looking ‘back upon the year’s produc- 
tion, one must confess it has proved on the 
whole a solid, respectable twelve months 
of literary activity, but it leaves us much 
where it found us in the way of territory 
and possession. No new country of the 
imagination has been invaded, no unknown 
gold mines of fancy have been annexed. 
The old claims have worked out well, how- 
ever.”’ | 
A literary discovery of some interest has 
just been made in d second hand shop at 
Lancaster. From the story, which is set 
forth fully in the Sheffield Telegraph, one 
gathers that in the year 1800 James Mont- 
gomery published ‘“* The Loss of the Locks” 
as a Siberian romance and poem, cast in the 


. mold of Pope’s “ Rape of the Lock."’ In the 


Dictionary of National Biography no men- 
tion whatever is made of it, but in the trans- 
actions of the Manchester Literary society 
for 1889 there is to be found what is claimed 
the only complete biography in existence.

Originating in an 
in.valid’s search for the conditions best 
adapted for his recovery, this forest life 
‘geems to have been continued for delight 
‘long after the actual need of it had passed. 
The hermit found himself in the midst ofa 
teeming population, little suspected by the 
casual follower of the highway. He made 
friends with the squirrel, the robin, the field 
mouse, and all the other eminent citizens of 
this Wilderness community, and for his own 
amusement, and then for ours, wrote this 
fragment of the history of his neighbors. 
It is likely that if it had not been for earlier 
books of a similar nature this one would 
never have been written, and yet that does 
not.detract from its freshness and interest. 
The author differs in many points with other 
observers. He does not believe greatly in 
the natural instinct of birds and other ani- 
mals, but attributes to early training, to 
the lessons of experience, to intelligence, in 
short, many of the acts commonly supposed 
to be instinctive. Undoubtedly there is much 
truth in what he says of the education of 
young animals by their elders, but the ten- 
dency at the present day is to refer an In- 
creasing number of acts to instinct, or, what 
‘is the same thing, to the effect of mechanical 
stimuli, quite dissociated from reason. What- 
ever the cause of the actions he describes, 
whether instinct or reason, they are enter- 
taining, and the book as a whole is well worth 
reading. Little figures of birds or animals 
on the margin of every page keep us con- 
stantly in a woodland environment, and there 
are several good full page illustrations.

Recent Works on Art. 


Volumes on Rembrandt, Sargent, Donatello, and Others. | 


REMARKABLE group of books deal- 
ing with various phases of art has 
appeared simultaneously from the 
houses of several publishers. 

Chief among these is a freshly edited 
edition of “CROWE AND CAVALCA- 
SELLE’S HISTORY OF PAINTING IN 
ITALY,” in six volumes. Two of these now 
appear through the importation of Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. he books will be sold 
only in sets. The editors are Langton Doug- 
las and Arthur Strong. Mr. Douglas has 
spent several years collecting material in 


*“ Lives,” and was felt competent by the 
representatives of Sir Joseph Crowe of com- 
pleting the revision of this History, which the 
death of Sir Joseph interrupted. Mr. Strong 
is a connoisseur in Italian pictures, an archz- 
ologist, and an iconographer. These gentle- 
men have had the assistance of the learned in 
almost every country of Europe. The direc- 
tors of royal niuseums and the owners of 
private ones have given them aid; the best 
modern criticism has been at their disposal 
to assist in emendation and elaboration. 
This important reissue of a work which has 
long been considered fundamental and 4 
requisite to the serious student, therefore 
partakes in a great measure of the quality 
of a new book. Biographies of Sir Joseph 
Crowe and of Cavaliere Giovanni Battista 
Cavalcaselle precede the History, and give 
the reader an idea of the fortitude, self- 
denial, and dedication to disinterested labor 
which these critics of Italian art found nec- 
essary to the performance of their task. | 
The literary style of the work bears record 
to this disinterest@gness. No egotistic qual- 
ity disturbs the scholarliness of these grave 
pages. Digre’sions are not permitted to 
divert either writers or readers. The dis- 
course—vast in quantity, sincere, patient, 
discriminating—flows on through the multi- 
tudinous pages of this imposing work, which 
is now placed within the reach of art lovers 
after having been for many years obtainable 
only to the few. Second hand copies of the 
first edition have long since been held as 
valuable. The illustrations are many. 


“ MEZZOTINTS,” a work involving a de- 
ecription of the process of the mezzotint en- 
graving and a history of it, with criticism, by 
Mr. Cyril Davenport,’ comes from the house 
of G. P. Putnam’s Sons. Mr. Davenport is 
able to speak the conclusive word on this 
subject, having examined personally the best 
mezzotints in the world, and though the 
exigencies of space have compelled him to 
give to his book too much the character of a 
catalogue, he has been able to indicate some- 
thing of the distinctive features of the work 
of each artist to whom he makes reference. 
He has not, it is necessary to remark, intend- 
ed his history to be complete. : 

The collector will have many sorts of in- 
formation for which to thank this author, 
for he has devoted many pages to the care 
of prints, the framing of them, and similar 
subjects. The artist will find in the volume 
suggestions of a practica} sort, as to the 
obthining of tints and tonés, the fashion of 
printing by which the best results may be ob- 
tained, the most receptive paper to use, etc. 

Mr. Davenport holds the mezzotint in high 
esteem, and expresses warm disapprobation 
of the methods by which many copies are 
now produced. He is for keeping the art 
in more exclusive and artistic Mnes, and 
employing the copper plate, which will print 
but a few copies, and he, believes that the 
engraver should himself ink and print his 
plate. 

“ Prints from steel plates,’’ he writes, “ or 
from copper steeled, can be produced in such 
numbers that they need never possess the 
rare virtues of dissimilarity so strongly 
marked when the soft copper hag been used, 
but of course fine proofs taken from a 
copper plate before it has been steeled 
are full of artistic interest. A _ fine 
proof from an old copper mezzotint 
may be worth anything, and will Increase in 
estimation; but a print from a modern 
steeled plate, however brilliant it may ap- 
pear, may be, nevertheless, only one of a 
considerable number that are practi y 
identical, and such prints are unlikely to 
increase, justly, in rarity or value.” 

The book is generously illustrated with 
examples of the mezzotint engraver’s art; 
and an illustrated index to plates appears, 
which enables the student to find without 
delay the subject for which he Is im search. 
There is also a general index. The book is 
elegantly printed, but, curiously enough, the 
black faced type, of rather more than 
medium size, has the effect of dazzling the 
eye, so that continuous reading in it is diffi- 
cult. In a book in which the art of printing 
in its highest forms Is treated such a peculi- 
arity is noticeable.. 


Emile Michel's valuable monograph on 
“REMBRANDT ” appears in a new edition,

translated from the French by Miss Flor- 
ence Simmonds, edited by Mr. Frederick 
Wedmore, and placed not only within the 
reach of the English reading public but also 
within the attainment of that public which 
can afford to pay but a moderate price forits 
books. 

The life, the work, and the time of Rem- 
brandt have been dealt with by M. Michel, 
who has, therefore, had an opportunity to do 
justice to himself as a historian and biog- 
rapher as well as a connoisseur. This dis- 
tinguished study of one of the most original 
masters of painting has for some time been 
esteemed the standard work upon the sub- 
ject, and the editor and publishers (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons) are no doubt fully justified 
in their supposition that there is a popular 
demand for the work. 

Never were illustrations more essential to 
a book than to this, for:'seldom has a painter 
employed his art as Rembrandt did, to make 
record of his own changing face, form, 
thought, and circumstances. That this.con- 
fession was involuntary rather than de- 
liberate adds to the consummate interest of 
the fact. Now young and full of dreams 
his eyes turned toward his adored mother; 
now swaggering and vain, the lover with his 
love; now bereft and turning for consolation 
to a woman of friendly, sensual, and banal 
temperament; now old and in poverty, driven 
forth from his home, his city, and the favor 
of old friends—he. paints still his circum- 
stance and hiniself in these vital pictures 
which, by their extraordinary originality, 
brdéught him first fame and then his defeat, 


M. Michel has himseif felt the keenest 
interest in his work, and it is therefore not 
surprising that in the 450 pages of his study 
he has not found his enjoyment flagging. 
This spontaneity inspires the reader, who 
has to the last an unjaded appetite for the 
‘tale and the criticism. Although it is easy 
to disagree with M. Michel, particularly es 
to the propriety of some of Rembrandt's 
subjects—those dissecting room scenes. in- 
spiring the observer only with nausea and a 
sense of the esthetic deficiencies of the paint- 
er—yet this does not interfere with the ap- 


preciation of M. Michel’s achievement. The 


deepening sincerity and solemnity of ‘the 
painter's work when old age was upon him. 
and he had known great sorrow bring the 
record of his work to a noble conclusion. 
The biographer has been well aware of this 
increasing dignity and beauty, and has per- 
mitted himself therefore to bring his treatise 
to a fine clifmax, such as is not often encoun- 


tered in a book of biography or criticism.

The introduction has been-written by Mrs. 
Meynell, who always has the courage’of her 
ideas, and who is not to be forced into false 
reverence for anything—even traditions, 
though it is safe to say that no critic is more 
Zaithful to those traditions which deserve 
reverence. Mrs. Meynell is discriminating 
and enthusiastic in her criticism of Sargent’s 
work, dealing without brevity on the demon- 
strations of his genius as indicated In the 
different portraits. She is particularly ¢a- 
gaging in her refusal to be frightened by the 
fearful epithet, “ literature,”’ and maintains 
that the virile first masters of painting con- 
sidered action, human life, and human emo- 
tions worthy of delineations. She rejoices 
that portraiture has not been stultified by 
this fear of ‘‘ literature ” and calls attention 
to Sargent’s fine disregard of arbitrary rulb- 
ings and artistic bugbears. His faces tel 
their story—their racial tale, their caste, and 
their emotional story. Each one is a docu- 
ment, a psychological presentation of a 
novel, if you please. 

Mrs. Meynell, who is an advocate of the 
thorough technique, speaks much of Sar- 


gant’'s power of hand, and his easy mastery - 


of all detail—a mastery which has no need to 
vaunt itself, and which does not, at any time, 
betray the artist into the overvaluation of 
trifies. She compares his work in this re- 
gard with that of Velasquez, and, in closing, 
calls this contemporary Royal academician 
“of the family of Velasquez and his chief 
heir.”

While the outlook for war seemed certain, 
according to press dispatches from Europe

This declaration was madeé by Dr. W. A, 
Evans of the faculty of the Columbus labora- 
tories.

Norton, and A. D. Salomon, all of whom were 
charged with violating the internal revenue 
laws. 

The cases were heard yesterday before 
Commissioner Foote and Evans. Wesener, 
and Gehrmann were discharged. Charles 
Norton, distiller and rectifier of the labora- 
tories, and A. D. Salomon, a lecturer, were . 
held until next Monday, when their cases 
will be disposed of. They have the option of 
compromising with the revenue department 
of allowing the cases to go before the grand | 
jury. 

“ Every school in the country ha a 
laboratory is violating the law," said a 
Evans. ‘* Many of the universities go a great 
deal farther than we do. They not only 
make a mash fit for distillation, but they 
make alcohol and experimen: with it.’’

by Interstate Commerce 
Commission Shows ‘Road Dropped 
Missouri River Prices te Prevent 
Other Lines trom Getting Nebraska 
-Grain—President Loree of Rock 
Island Comes to Chicago to Meet 

The commerce commission hear- 
ing yesterday developed thé fact that the 
recent reduction in grain and flour rates 
from Missouri river points to the east was 
not due to the gulf competition. It was due 
to the efforts of the Chicago Great Western 
to prevent the Chicago and Northwestern 
and other Chicago-Omaha lines from ship- 
ping Nebraska grain through Omaha to Chi- 
cago and the Twin Cities at rates lower than 
the combination of local rates. 

The examination of J. A. Kuhn, assistant 
general freight agent of the Northwestern 
at Omaha, showed that enmity existed be- 
tween the Chicage Great Western and the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroads, and 
that while the latter made a 2 to 4 cent re- 
duction in the grain rate from points west 
of Omaha to Chicago, it did not make a 
corresponding reduction in the rate from 
Omaha locally. 


Back to Old Conditions. 
“Attorney Kellogg learned that when the 
rates from Nebraska were reduced the gulf 
lines reduced their rates correspondingly, 
which oT the roads in the same position as 
before.

‘MERGER ARGUMENT CONTINUED 
attomneye Reiterate Views Before the 


‘Washington, D. C., Jan. 8—Argument of 
the Northern Securities merger case was 
continued in the United States Supreme 
court today. George B. Young for the com- 
pany contended that the new organization 
was a financial one and in ne sense a rail- 
road corporation, and therefore the con- 
cern was not amenable to the law prohibit- 
ing the ownership of one railroad by a com- 

peting line. Mr. Young contended that the 
Rainnbacta anti-trust act did not apply to 
transactions in railway stock, because such 
transactions could have nothing to do with 
the restraint of trade. He also urged that 
as the sale of the stock of the railroads to 
the securities company had been made out- 
side the state the law was not applicable. 
He declared the consolidation had resulted 
in a reduction of 10 per cent in rates and 
the saving to the state of $1,000,000. 

John C. Johnson, who followed, contended 
that the Minnesota anti-trust act is not ap- 
plicable, as both the Northern Securities and 
Northern Pacific are foreign corporations. 
He gaid there had been no restraint of trade 
and no intention to restrain trade,
